Defendant Is Member of 
Union League Club of 
Philadelphia and Prom- 
inent in Religious Work.

TOMS RIVER, N. J., June 26.— 
A. Edgar Freeman, member of the 


Union League Club of Philadel- 
phia, trustee of the Ocean Grove 
Camp Meeting Association, mem- 
ber of the Gideon Society which 
distributes Bibles and a supporter 
of the Anti-Saloon League, has 
been sued for $1,100,000 for aliene- 
ations of affections. 

Frank W. Henry of Merchant- 
ville, N. Y., filed the suit in chan- 
cery court, Trenton. It became 
known yesterday also that he filed 
a suit here two months ago to set 
aside the divorce decree obtained 
against him in Reno, Nev., May 19. 
1927, by the present Mrs. Freeman. 
After getting the decree, Mrs. Ma- 
bel Elizabeth Henry was marricd 
to Freeman in Chicago, Aug. 9, 
1927. 

Mrs. Freeman was a member of 
the board of education of Mer- 
chantville for five years. She. is 
chairman of the Camden County 
Parents-Teachers Association and 
of the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
Seaside’ Park Yacht Club. When 
she was married to Freeman she 
gave her age as 47. He gave his as 
50. Henry is 52. Freeman is a law- 
yer wiin office in Philadelphia, 
where the Freemans live. 

Met In Henry’s Home. 

“Yes, it is true I married Mrs. 
Henry,” Freeman commented, “‘but 
I had nothing to do with the di- 
vorce at Reno,” he added. “It is a 
shame that Mr. Henry did not sue 
me for more money. That is all f 
have to say.” 

Henry’s complaint traced the 
course of the affair between his 
wife and Freeman from the time, 
in 1925, when Freeman was in the 
Henry home at Island Heights, N. 
J.. as a guest. After the summer 
season he and his wife went to 
their home at Merchantville, where 
he now lives. In the summer of 
1926, he said, his wife returned to 
Island Heights and refused to re- 
turn to the Merchantville home. 

“She said she was tired of be- 
ing deprived of the,good things in 
life and Wanted to have a good 
time before she became an old 
woman,’ Henry said. He wrote to 
Freeman asking him to stay away 
from his wife, Henry continued, 
and ogtained Freeman’s promise 
to do so. 

Decree Obtained in Reno. 

Without warning, the complaint 
continued, the home in Merchant- 
ville was stripped of 
Henry accuses Freeman of urging 
Mrs. Henry to remove the furniture 
and file the divorce suit. 

Mrs, Henry bought a railway 
ticket to Los Angeles with stop- 
over privilege at Reno and in De- 
cember, 1926, established residence 
there by renting a house. Then she 
went on to the coast. Henry con- 
tends the Reno divorce was illegal 
in that his wife was not a bona 
fide resident, of Nevada, that he 
was not served with process within 
Pennsylvania, which was described 
in her. suit as his residence, and 
that the allegations of cruelty up- 
on which her suit was based were 
false.

Recess to 7:30 Taken After Brief 
Opening Session.

The convention was called to 
order at 12:12 and at 12:41 re- 
cessed to 7:30 p, m. 

The troublesome prohibition is- 
sue was tackled informally later in 
the day by the Platform Com- 
mittee.’ The convention officials 
today forgot to go through the for-., 
mality of approving the Resolu- 
tions Committee, but the members 
have been designated and are ready 
to go to work. 

A sthe convention came togeth- 
er, Sam Houston Hall lay simmer- 
ing under a merciless South Texasg 
sun. A low-arched roof lidded it, 
but there was some  consglation 
and comfort in the fact that the lid 
did not fit down tightly. Between 
the upper edges of the scooped up- 
sides of the platter and the roof- 
edge, a 15-foot open space ran all 
around the hall, permitting circu- 
lation of. air that was at least 
fresh and unconfined. 

16,000 Seats in Hall. 

The scooped up-sides which 
sloped from the convention hall 
were lined with spectators’ seats, 
like the bleachers of a _ baseball 
park. But most of the 16,000. seats 
were on a dead ground level in a 
vast square in the center of the 
platter. The alternates and many 
hundreds of spectators likewise 
were on this lower level. There 
were no galleries. 

The west side of the square was 
the convention platform, arranged 
in the new familiar style, with long 
rows of seats for important per- 

- gonages and a small speakers’ 
stand projecting like a tiny pier 
in a sea of humanity, exactly from 
the center of the platform proper. 
State flags draped along under the 
rafters of the central section of the 
hall, above the delegates, provided 
a pleasing variation from the usual 
stiff manner of convention hall in- 
terior decorating. But the real cen- 
terpiece of the many thousands of 
yards of varicolored flags and 
bunting was a 30-foot reproduction 
of the great seal 6f the United 
States, placed amid a_ cluster of 
American flags to form a back- 
gr-und for the convention plat- 
form itself. 

Two Bands Play for Crowd. 

An hour before the convening 
time a small. advance guard 
ot the eonvention army had 
gathered and two bands, placed 
opposite each other in the north 
and south bleachers, played alter- 
nately. A little later another spe- 
cial Texas convention jazz com- 
pany, which called itself “the old 

gray mare band,” circled the wide 
outer aisle surrounding the dele- 
gate section, dressed as red-shirted 
cowboys, playing the tune for 
which it was named and headed 
by a cowgirl leader, riding astride 
the old gray mare herself. Horse’ 
and rider got a bigger hand from 
the assembling crowds than either 
the band or its music. 

Among the first of the distin- 
guished guests to come into the 
reserved section on the convention 
platform was Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son, She entered accompanied by 
Mrs. Jesse Jones, wife of the 
Houston publisher and banker, 
who brought this convention to his 
home town. They sat down to- 
gether, unnoticed by the assem- 
- bling crowds. 

Mrs. Wilson wore a_e short, 
straight-line Georgette gown of 
deep violet, shading into lighter 
tones in the collar-scarf and 
sleeves. Her waving, graying hair 
was almost hidden by a youthfully 
snug deep vidlet felt hat with a 
tiny brim. Her only jewelry was a 
long single strand of pearls. She 
carried a tiny black fan. 

There was a cheer when the 
California delegation urifurled a 
large banner, announcing that 
California was for “Al.” The New 
York Governor's picture was in the 
center of the banner. As they 
shouted “We Are for Al’, “We 
Are for Al,” the delegates from the

John W. Davis a Delegate. 

Just before noon John W. Davis, 
who was nominated for the presi- 
dency on the 103rd ballot at Madi- 
son Square Garden four years ago, 
edged. his way through the crowd 
massed before the platform to his 
place with the New York delega- 
tion. He paused for a moment to 
greet Josephus Daniels, former 
Secretary of the Navy and a dele- 
gate from: North Carolina. 

A cheer went up as “Jimmy” 
Walker, New York’s dapper May- 
or, pushed through to the Empire 
State section. With him arrived 
Van Namee, on hand to watch de- 
velopments, although not a dele- 
gate. 

The first women delegates to 
take their places on the floor were 
Mrs. Alice Moss Ferris of Lad- 
donia, Mo., in the late Champ 
Clark’s district, and Miss Tess 
Neff, an alternate from St. Charles, 
Mo. They seated themselves un- 
der the Missouri standard sur- 
rounded by a squad of photog- 
raphers. 

Soon after 11:30 Franklin D. 
Roosevelt came in, also unrecog- 
nized by most of those about him. 
Leaning on the arm of his tall, 
young son, Elliott, the floor lead- 
er of the Smith forces made his 
way along the front of the plat- 
form and to his seat in the New 
York delegation in the center. He 
was beaming with the joy of po- 
litical activity and the fact. that 
he could now walk with the aid 
of a cane and his son’s arm, where 
four years ago he fought his way 
to the platform in Madison Square 
Garden to nominate Smith only 
with two crutches. 

Eight years ago, on the opening 
day of the Democratic convention 
in San Francisco, it was Roose- 
velt, big, husky and young, who 
fought most of the New York dele- 
gation to bring the State standard 
into the Wilson demonstration. 
The San Francisco convention 
nominated him for Vice President. 
Subsequently he was stricken with 
infantile paralysis. 

Dressed entirely in black and 
cooling herself with a black fan, 
Mrs. Thomas R. Marshall, widow 
of the war-time Vice President, 
took her place with the Indiana 
delegation as a delegate-at-large. 

Two others who were famous 
figures in the Wilsonian regime, 
Joseph P. Tumulty, the war Presi- 
dent’s private secretary, and A@- 
miral Cary T. Grayson, personal 
physician to Wilson through his 
eight years in the White House, 
walked together among the dele- 
gates greeting old friends. 

The band played “Dixie” and 
from throughout the now half- 
filled hall rose a brief and feeling 
chorus of rebel yells. 

At 12:12 p. m., Chairman Shaver 
stepped up in front of the silver 
“mike” and began to hammer with 
his gavel the  three-inch plank 
placed beside the speakers’ stand. 
He had no luck. Even a real 
grand-daddy gavel, three times as 
large as the one first used by the 
chairman, failed for a time to get 
results. Then, as the head of the 
National Committee launched inte a 
tatoo and a convention band blew 
“attention,” the babble of talk be- 
gan to die out slowly. oe 

A bespectacled, whitebearded 
Suest in the front row on the plat- 
form .behind the chairman sought 
without success to help by shouting 
“silence” at the top of his voice. 
He was Nicholas M. Bell of St. 
Louls. He got some attention but 
no order. Finally Chairman Shaver 
got silence by bringing to the front 
of the platform Bishop 8. R. Hay 


of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
South, who pronounced the opening 


invocation. While the delegates 
and spectators stood and a battery 
of blinding photographers’ lights 
played on the littie platform group, 
the Bishop prayed that divine wis- 
dome should guide the decision of 
the convention and _ finished by 
asking that the audience join with 
him in the Lord’s prayer. 
Mrs. Smith in Box Seat. 

Just as the convention was open- 
ing, Mrs. Alfred E. Smith entered 
by a side dovr almost unnoticed 
and was escorted to a front box 
on the left, about half way back. 
She was wearing an ecru lace, two- 
piece dress, a big black hat, with 
straw brim. She fanned herself vi- 
olently with a large imagenta col- 
ored ‘fan. 

She sat between her secretary, 
Miss Rose Pedrick, who wore a 
printed crepe, and her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. John J. Glynn of New 
York, wearing a navy blue dress 
and hat trimmed in bright blue 
flowers. The wife of the New York 
Governor chatted with those about 
her and looked on with interest. 

The prayer finished, Miss Mel- 
vana Passmore of Houston, led the 
crowd in the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” “America” and then “Dixie.” 
As the last words died out the hall 
rang with the first real cheering 
of the convention. 

Charles A. Greathouse of Indi- 
ana, secretary of the Democratic 
National Committee, then read the 
call for the convention. The crowd 
finally had settled down, awaiting 
the welcoming address by Mayor 
Oscar F,. Holcombe of Houston. 

The Mayor was given a big hand 
as he was introduced by Chairman 
Shaver. Holcombe said that for 
Aim to say a word of weicome 
‘would be superfluous as the city 
had shown its hospitality by build- 
ing the great convention hall for 
the convention. 

“We feel that the greatest hon- 
or has been bestowed upon _ us,” 
the Mayor said, “I am satisfied that 
here in Houston the greatest piece 
of history in recent years will be 
made and that is that tae next 
president of the United States will 
be nominated.” 

The official convention gavel, 
fashioned from hickory grown on 
the Andrew Jackson estate in Ten.

In making the presenta- 
tion he called attention to the fact 
that it was the 100th anniversary 
of the nomination and election of 
Jackson to the presidency.

Sage read by a clerk, “presents 
this gavel made from hickory 
grown on the ground of the Her-

Senator and 1d Some of Drys 
to Insist That “Party, 
Not Candidate, Must 
Write Planks. Ks

HOUSTON, Tex., June 26.—An 
insistence that the Democratic 
national platform shall be written 
without attempting to reconcile it 
to the views of Gov. Smith of New 
York or the wets will be made by 
Senator Reed and the delegations 
from supposedly dry states. 

A sort of slogan has developed 
from conferences of Reed with his 
advisers and conferences of dry 
leaders. It is: “The party, not the 
candidate, must write the plat- 
form.” 

Reed had a long conference with 
his close associates last night. The 
entire situation was canvassed and 
the platform was discussed. The 
reports of scouts soliciting support 
for Reed in other delegations than 
Missouri did not have very cheer- 
ing information and the chances of 


| Reed winning support for the nom- 


ination through a leadership in a 
coalition with the drys and the 
scattered anti-Smith delegates 
seemed farther away than ever. 

There was discussion of platform 
making plans in line with reports 
which have been current for sev- 
eral days that there would be an 
attempt to write a plank so dry 
that Smith, if nominated, could ‘not 
consistently run on it. There was 
no such blunt outline in the Reed 
conference last night, but it was 
discussed in that sort of temper. 

While Reed has given no public 
expression of the words he believes 
should be used in discussing pro- 
hibition in the platform, some of 
these who heard him privately last 
night said that he believed the 
platform should follow in a general 
Way the views he expressed in a 
formal statement Sunday. 

The Senator has _ picked Col. 
Bennett Clark of St. Louis to rep- 
resent Missouri on the Platform 
Committee and it will be Clark’s 
job to make the fight in the com- 
mittee for the sort of a platform 
Reed wants, and to lead a fight on 
the floor of the convention if he 
should lose in the committee and 
Reed should decide to carry the 
fight to the floor. 

An expectation by those in the 
Reed organization that the dry 
delegations of the Southern states 
would rally around Reed as the 
real fighter who should lead them 
in the last ditch effort to stop 
Smith’s nomination has not ma- 
terialized. The Southern drys 
cannot enthuse over Reed much 
more than they can over Smith, 
and the South is not without those 
who consider themselves fully as 
capable of leadership as Reed. 

Gov. Moody of Texas’ is one of 
these and has taken charge of his 
dry delegation, the local newspa- 
pers giving him extended attention. 

Reed, however, will make his 
fight whether he has any support 
from other states than Missouri. 
He is sticking to the promise that 
he will go to the “end of the road.”’ 
This expression of Reed’s was an 
adaptation of an old agricultural 
expression of “Plowing to the end 
of the row.” He decided that it 
would not be advisable to use the 
word “row,” fearing that it would 
be taken to mean trouble, instead 
of a furrow.

HOUSTON, Tex., June 26.—Both 
wets and drys in the Democratic 
National convention tightened up 
their iines today in preparation for 
a fizht tomorrow within the Reso- 
lutions Committee on the prohibi- 
tion plank. 

Convention harmonizers still are 
seeking to have the row settled be- 
hind the closed doors of the plat- 
room, but. such 
militant leaders of the Southland 
as.Josephus Daniels, North Caro- 
lina publisher and former Secretary 
of the Navy, and Gov. Dan Moody 
of Texas, are ready to throw the is- 
sue into the convention itself un- 
less their demands are mek. 

Daniels and his co-workers in- 
sist that the plank must name the 
Eighteenth amendment and pledge 
the party to ‘“‘sacredly enforce it.” 
Apparently the supporters of Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith are disinclined to 
go that far and they believe they 
have the votes in the convention 
to put over a straight law enforce- 
ment plank if they should deride 
upon that course. 

The demand of the drys will be 
countered before the committee 
tomorrow with a plank for modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act, to be of- 
fered by George E. Brennan, Na- 
tional Committeeman for Illinois, 
and a Smith leadef in the conven- 
tion. New York, Maryland and 
New Jersey are expected to sup- 
port that plank, although not even 
the most optimistic of the wets en- 
tertain any idea that it can be put 
over.

Drys in Conference. 

After the first session of the na- 
tional convention, at which the of- 
ficials failed to have the Resolu- 
tions Committee appointed, so it 
could go to work today, the drys 
resumed their conferences for the 
purpose of agreeing upon the pre- 
cise form of the plank upon which 
they will concentrate. 

Various delegates from the South 
are instructed by their state con- 
ventions to present dry planks, and 
the leaders now are seeking io 
weld all of these proposals into one, 
taking the best out of each declara- 
tion by the state conventions in 
Virginia, North Carolina, Texas and 
other commonwealths. 

The Smith supporters appear to 
be little concerned about the trend 
the prohibition fight has taken, as 
they agree with Senator Edwards 
of New Jersey, a member of the 
Resolutions Committee, that Smith 
will be his own prohibition plank. 
They say it is well known that the 
Governor stands for law enforc2- 
ment, but personuily thinks the 
Volstead act should be amended. 

Reports current during the day 
that the wets and drys have got 
together on a plank and that the 


.prohibition controversy was settled 


were promptly denied by Senator 
Key Pittman of Nevada, who will 
be cheirman of the platform mak- 
ers, Denial also was made by the 
dry leaders, 

Tentative Draft Completed. 

A tentative draft of this as well 
as many other planks has been 
completed by Senator Pittman and 
others who have been here labor- 
ing with him for a week on the par- 
ty declaration, which the chair- 
man, at least, wants to hold down 
within some bounds of brevity, with 
the hope that the platform will be 
more widely read than has been 
the case in the past when the plat- 
form filled a whole page of news- 
paper:type. 

Failure of convention officials to 
have the Resolutions Committee 
appointed at the opening session 
probably will mean a day’s delay 
in preesnting the platform to the 
convehtion. It had been the inten- 
tion to hold the necessary public 
hearings during this afternoon and 
the early night and then to close 
the doors so the committee could 
get down to its serious work. 

Since the committee was not 
formally constituted at the opening 
Session the hearings have been put 
over weil into tomorrow, with the 
prospect that the party declara- 
tion will not be ready to be report- 
ed to the convention until Thurs- 
day. 

Unable to compose their views 
in conferences, each of three 
widely differing groups is deter- 
mined to fight to the end. 

Lined up under dry banners 
with Gov. Dan Moody and. Josephus 
Daniels are Senator Carter Glass 
of Virginia, a former Secretary of 
the Treasury under Wilson, and a 
host of other leaders. “ 

Wets Seek Modification. 

At the other extreme the 
wets, insistent on a . platform 
plank declaring in favor of some 
modification of the prohibition 
laws are found chiefly under the 
Standard raised by Gov. Albert C. 
Ritchie of Maryland, a champion 
of state’s rights, who has taken the 
position that the 48 states should 
be given the power to settle the 
prohibition question for themselves. 

Between these two extremes is 
the far larger group of self-stylea 
conservatives, intent upon the 
adoption of a plank declaring for 
rigid enforcement of al! laws, in- 


cluding the prohibition  statut.-, 
but at the same time a plank that

would not commit the party to an 
extreme position on prohibition. 

Senator Edwards of New Jef- 
sey, an ardent wet, said the issue 
should be fought out behind the 
closed doors of the resolutions 
committee and not permitted to 
reach the convention floor. 

Fight on Floor Likely. 

The North Carolina delegation 
has approved the bone-dry plank 
adopted recently by its State con- 
vention and instructed former Sec- 
retary Daniels, its representative 
on the Platform Committee, to 
fight for its adoption by the com- 
mittee, and failing in that to sub- 
mit a minority report to the con- 
vention. Georgia and Texas also 
have gone on record for strong 
planks while Senator Glass is pre- 
pared to present the Virginia plank 
for enforcement of the prohibition 
amendment and assailing the Re- 
publican administration for tax en- 
forcement of the dry laws. 

Several party leaders express 
the view that, should the drys pre- 
sent a minority report to the con- 
vention, the wets also will come 
in -with their proposal for modifi- 
cation so that the convention floor 
fight would be over the very ex- 
tremes on the question with little 
doubt that the convention would 
go on record by a large majority 
against any changes in the prohi- 
bition law. 

Drys Active at Houston. 

Under the leadership of repre- 
sentatives of 31 national dry organ- 
izations, the advocates of prohibi- 
tion have held many meetings, sev- 
eral of them. prayer services at 
which the leaders of their cause 
urgéd them to stand steadfast to 
the end. 

White badges inscribed with the 
brief declaration: “For Dry Candi- 
date and Platform,” are plentifully 
displayed in Houston. Wets also 
have been busy. Under the leader- 
ship of William H. Stayton, chair- 
man of the board of the Agsocia- 
tion Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, the opponents of Vol- 
steadism early in the proceedings 
initiated a move in behalf of a 
Plank proposing repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, and have 
announced that the fight was one 
to a finish. 

General Farm Plank Likely. 

While a few individual dele- 
gates favored a farm relief declara- 
tion indorsing at least the prin- 
ciple of the McNary-Haugen bill 
with its equalization fee, the gen- 
eral opinion around convention 
headquarters was that the argri- 
culture plank would be general in 
character with the party pledged 
to use every endeavor to find a 
stlution of this problem. 

This declaration algo would in- 
volve the tariff on which there 
will be a general pronouncement 
in favor of more equitable imposts 
and condemning the present Re- 
publican tariff. act as favoring 
certain industries to the detriment 
of others, particularly the agri- 
cultural industry. 


A strong plank on taxation is 
in the making, with those draft- 
ing it determined to assail the tax- 
ation policies of the Republican 
administration and denouncing the 
Mellon tax program as not based 
upon the fundamental principle of 
ability to pay. 

While prohibition and farm re- 
lief held the center of attention, 
serious study was being given by 
the platform builders to a num- 
ber of other subjects. Corruption 
is to be emphasized as the domin- 
antiissue of the campaign. It is 
expected that this plank will re- 
view the oil lease scandals under 
the Harding administration and 
pledge the Democratic party to 
clean government. 


Foreign Policy Plank. 

The Republican administration’s 
foreign policy will be assailed by 
the Democratic platform, which is 
expected to be probably the short- 
est one within recent years, per- 
haps less than 5000 words in all, 
as compared with the usual 10,000 
words or more.

But his fingers are not those of 
a grasping miser, nor do his eyes 
reflect the greed of the mon:zy 
changer, for that fraction of each 
coin that he gains through trans- 
actions in foreign exchange is to 
be passed on to others, because, he 
explains, they had. confidence in 
him. 

The man is Leopold Zimmer- 
mann, who for 50 years strove to 
make Zimmermann & Forshay, !n- 
vestment bankers, one of the fore- 
most fgreign exchange houses in 
the street. He succeeded, but the 
post-war financial crisis in Central 
Eurcre and the collapse of the Ger- 
man mark wrecked the house that 
was his life work. | 

Losses Six Million. 

Losses exceeded $6,000,000. Most 
of the creditors had litile hope of 
salvage. Zimmermann had _ just 
rounded out his three-score years 
and 16 and nothing seemed more 
likely than that he should be 
forced into retirement. But Leo- 
pold Zimmermann thought only of

Flyer. Marooned With

VIRGO BAY, Spitzbergen, June 


26 (By way of Kings Bay).—Baf- 
fled by heavy fog, rescue parties 
at Virgo Bay today were awaiting 
opportunity to rescue the five re- 
maining members of the Nobilv 
party stranded off Northeast Land 
and Lieyt. E. Lundborg, Swedish 
flyer, m@rooned with them, after 
taking off Gen. Nobile Saturdav. 


The big Italian 8-55 plane, dnder 
command of Maj. Maddalena, and 
the Marina II plane, meanwhile 
will start east ass oon ag possei- 
ble in search for the seven men 
who drifted off in the wrecked bal- 
loon. 

Hope of saving the three men 
headed by Dr. Finn Malmgren, 
Swedish meteorologist, who started 
for land on foot almost a month 
ago, is considered very small. 

Nobile is resting aboard the base 
ship Citta di Milano here and its 
being kept as free as possible from 
worry.” Capt. Romagna of the 
Citta di Milano permitted no onc 
to interview Nobile. 

Ice conditions are growing better 
for ships, and next week the ex- 
pedition’s base will be moved east- 
ward to Hinlopen Strait, or perhaps 
even farther east or north. This 
would place the flyers within 159. 
miles of Foyne Island and much 
closer to the marooned men. 

Efforts will be made as soon as 
possible to drop spare parts to 
Lundborg. He particularly needs 
skiis to replace those which were 
smashed when his plane landed the 
second time at the Nobile camp 
Sunday. He hopes to be able to 
refit the plane for a return hop. 

The rescue party at Virgo Bay 
now fears that it will be impossi- 
ble to save the rest of Nobile's 
party and Lundborg for three or 
four weeks. The group has provi- 
sions for at least a month and more 
food can be dropped from airplanes 
if necessary. 

The Italian plane Marina, which 
has arrived in Tromsoe, will re- 
main there until tombrrow and 
then will proceed to Spitzbergen 
to take up the search for Roald 
Amundsen, missing Norwegian ex- 
plorer; Rene Guilbaud, commander 
of the French hydro-airplane 
which dropped out of sight June 
18, and their four companions.

Supreme Court Justice 
Takes Under Advisement 


Move Against $250,000,- 
000 Auto Combine.

NEW YORK, June 26.—Sopreme 
Court Justice Mullan reserved de- 
cision today on the application of 
a minority stockholder of Dodge 
Brothers, Inc., for an injunction to 
prevent the proposed $250,000,000 
merger of that company with ithe 
Chrysler Corporation. 

Justice Muilan said the suit prob- 
ably should have been brought in 
Maryland, where the Dodge com- 
pany is incorporated. bs 

“The question is whether we. will 
take over a quarrel.which may 
properly lie. in Maryland,” he said. 

Attorneys for both sides were 1n- 
structed to file brieis ou this point 
by tomorrow afternoon. 

Col, Calvin °H. Goddard of Rich- 
mond, Va., who asked for the in- 
junction, complained that, under 
the merger plan, 
stockholders would lose more than 
one-third of the liquidation value 
of $105 a share. 

Temporary Writ Granted. 

A temporary injunction restrain- 
ing consummation of the merger 
was granted late yesterday by Su- 
preme Court Justice Lydon. 

The litigation was brought by 
the law firm of House, Holthusen 
& McCloskey. which represents 
owners of approximately 5000 
shares of 7 per cent of Dodge pref- 
erence stock. 

The complaint alleges the pref- 
erence shareholders have a prior 
claim on Dodge assets to the ex- 
tent of $105 a share 
terms of the company’s charter, 
land that the proposed security ex- 
change with.

‘Dikes Near Luxora and Piggott 
Crumble — Troops Patrol 
Threatened Area. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 26.— 
With national guardsmen still pa- 
trolling levees along the St. Francis 


River to frustrate possible attacks 
of dynamiters, the,flood situation 
in Arkansas today appeared less 
serious, 

Officers in charge of crews 
strengthening embankments along 
the St. Francis, White and Missis- 
sippi rivers said a disaster might 
come at any moment, but they held 
out more hope for gradual drainage 
of the overflow water without fur- 
ther damage. 

About the time the Mississippi 
was crumpling a private levee near 
Luxora late yesterday, the St. Fran- 
cis undermined an embankment 
near Piggott, threatening 10,000 
acres with inundation. The Missis- 
sippi break flooded 1800 acres, but 
the other break was closed with 
sand bags after a battle of several 
hours, 

In the White River valley, water 
was pouring through the Sand Hill 
break, but the general situation 
there was greatly improved with 
pressure of the water gradually di- 
minishing. No want was reported 


among refugees. 


Relief at Georgetown Bridge, a 
mile west of McClelland, Ark., a 
danger spot in the present central 
White River levee situation was 
afforded by the wide rush of waters 
through a crevasse at surroundede 
hill, now measuring about 12°73 
feet. 

Lieut. L. B. Washburn of the 
Mississippi River Commission at 
Memphis, one of the officers di- 
recting the struggle to stave off a 
general flood, said the waters re- 
leased through the break at Sur- 
rounded Hill have relieved the sit- 
uation as far north as Postal Land- 
ing and Crinston, northeast of 
Georgetown.

LONDON, June 26.—A _ confir- 
mation service which has no e¢- 
clesiastical authorization ig to be 
performed in the Winchester Dio- 
cese of the Church of England. 

The Right Rev. Frank Theodore 
Woods, Bishop of the diocese, noti- 
fied the clergy that “the new form 
of service for confirmation corre- 
sponding with the alternative torm 
contained in the HRevised Prayer 
Book will be used at all future con- 
firmation services” in the diocese. 

The Revised Prayer Book twice 
has been rejected by the House of 
Commons and sanction of it by Par- 
lament and the King is necessary 
to give it authority, since it is the 
order of service of the state 
church. 

During recent debates on the 
measure in Commons it was pre- 
dicted that clergymen who desired 
to make the change would do so 
without sanction. When the book 
was rejected the second time, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury as pri- 
mate of all England warned sup- 
porters not to take rash or irregu- 
lar action because of disappoint- 
ment or chagrin at the rejection.

The Hogtied Public. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
A S worked out in the practice of the 
past few years, the Missouri Public 
Service Commission has misappropriated 
itg power to deprive publie utility con- 
fumers, individually or collectively of tha 
right of free bargaining. 

Theoretically, the straphanger can buy 
his transportation elsewhere when the 
State commission authorizes returns on 
an absurdly inflated valuation. Theoret- 
ically, the same man can stop using gas 
from the only utility which supplies that 
commodity. Practically in each case he 
is hogtied. 

Theoretically, he can put the skids toa 
public service body which has not the 
stamina to resist the blandishments and 
social pressure of the utility agents. 
Practically, the mixture of issues in a 
gubernatorial campaign renders this an 
im possibility. 

Theoretically, the consumer controls 
the machinery to stop corruption. Prac- 
tically, he is powerless. Raw bribery is 
susceptible of law as are other cruds¢ 
forms of selling out the public interest. 
The refined forms are elusive. You can- 
not prosecute a public utility for employ- 
ing unlimited resources to break down 
the will of a commission composed of 
country lawyers and politicians by an or- 
ganized drive of experts, propagandists, 
professors, merry tipplers and artful flat- 
terers. Nor can you prosecute the com- 
missioners. 

Better take chances with bribery in 
the raw. The people understand boodlers 
and know how to fight them. They are 
tangible. 

Let public utilities survive or perish 

with other business. If they cannot be 
straight the public can very well get 
along with its own projects. The St. 
Louis waterworks is our only inexpen- 
sive, safe, satisfactory and speculator- 
proof utility. 
. Measure off what the Public Service 
Commission has done for the public 
against what it has done for the utilities 
and speculators, and you will have the 
right answer to the question of whether 
the Public Service Commission should be 
ailowed to live with its present powers 
or with those powers curtailed or abol- 
ished.

‘ment in determining what shall be done about the 
liquor question, is evidence of the sentiment of the 
‘majority of the delegates to the convention. 

| If Smith is to be nominated, and that seems as- 
‘sured now, the Democratic convention cannot stand 
for the eighteenth amendment and the Volstead act 
without deserting its principles and stultifying itself, 
and without putting Smith in a position which would 
make his candidacy so far as that question is con- 
cerned a mockery. It cannot with the slightest pre 
tense of sincerity nominate a man avowedly against 
Federal prohibition on a platform approving Federal 
prohibition without standing convicted of hypocrisy 
and cowardice. Nor can Gov. Smith afford to make 
the contest on a platform of that kind. 

Assuming that Gov. Smith will be nominated, there 
is only one honorable and sincere course for the con- 
vention to take, that is to declare courageously 
against Federal invasion of the rights of the states 
and the liberty of the citizens, and against sumptuary 
laws. That course would demonstrate the sincerity 
and courage of the party and would make a clear 
issue with the Republican party on the menacing 
and intolerable conditions that now exist under the 
eighteenth amendment and the Volstead act. 

The Democratic party has been the traditional de- 
fender of the fundamental principles of the Constitu- 
tion. It was founded upon those principles. Its 
greatest strength and usefulness has come from the 
support of those principles and their application to 
the problems of government. It must apply those 
principles now to every public issne that confronts 
it, from prohibition to farm relief, from the tariff to 
honest and economical government. If the party 
does not stand for its principles it stands for nothing 
except the spoils of office.

| STEWART—THEN AND NOW. 

Yesterday Robert W. Stewart, chairman of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, was indicted for per- 
jury as the result of his testimony before the Senate 
Teapot Dome Committee. Last February Stewart

Sunday a statement was issued by John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr., in which his efforts to oust Stewart from 
the Standard Oil Co. are reviewed. It will be re- 
membered that Rockefeller, whose family controls a 
large proportion of the Indiana company’s stock, 
called upon Stewart to make good his promise to re- 
sign when asked. This was on May 9, after Stewart 
had given his evasive and conflicting testimony at 


Washington. The Rockefeller statement points out 
that while Stewart has made no reply to the demand | 
for his resignation, “Mr. Rockefeller has been taking | 
and will continue to take such steps in this matter | 
as appear practicable.”

Al Smith and the Revolt of the Cities. 


Ever Since Colonial Days the Conflicting Interests of City and Country Have Been 
Implicit in Our Political Battles; Up to the Present the City Has Been Worsted, 
but There Are Signs That It Is Now Strong Enough to Throw Off the Domi- 
mation of the Rural Legislator and the Country Congressman; Al Smith Sym- 


bolizes the City Man’s Hopes.

LFRED E. SMITH is a Catholic. 
A« presumably, a wet. 
with Tammany Hall. Thus the tale of 

his shortcomings from the point of view of 
those who oppose him. 
The opposition to him is intense, vehe- 
ment. It is full of bitterness. It seems, 
sometimes, to transcend reason. Here is 
an able man, brilliant in some respects, 
with a long record of capable administra- 
tion of an office second only to that of 
the national President. In manner he is 
Simple, straightforward, amiable. Those 
who meet him almost always succumb to 
his charm. Yet it is clear that there is 
a determination in many quarters to re- 
gard him as something malevolent. <A 
North Carolina paper the other day re- 
ferred to him as a rattlesnake. “Emis- 
sary of the Devil” is a frequent epithet. 

It is difficult to believe that his wetness 
accounts for this virulence. Most men, 
even in the backwoods, know wets who have 
neither horns nor hoofs. Most men, like- 
wise, have friends or at least acquaintances 
whe are Catholics and still good citizens. 
And as for Tammany Hall, every man ac- 
quainted with practical politics knows that 
that ancient political organization differs 
in no essential particular from the county 
organization with which he is familiar. 

The almost imevitable deduction is that 
the opposition to Smith has a significance 
which has not been uppermost im the pub- 
lic discussion which has raged about his 
candidacy. Such phrases as “Rum, Roman- 
ism and Rebellion” are current because they 
roi] trippingly from the tongue and not be- 
cause they express the real situation. The 
antipathy which Smith must face embraces 
all the things which are under discussion. 
But it is ebvious that it must likewise em- 
brace something more profound than any of 
these.

Perhaps the answer lies in the fact that 
his oppenents see in the debonair and 
somewhat humorou® figure in the brown 
derby a symbol of the great change which 
has come over the United States in the past 
decade. For it was in that decade that for 
the first time the United States ceased to 
be predominantly an agricultural country 
and became a iand in which the majority 
of the inhabitants are urban. The dominion 
of the farmer is challenged and Smith, the 
Bowery Boy. symbolizes the challengers. 

But there are more points ef friction than 
ever before. Though the country is now 
mainly urban and becomes more so with 


every passing year, the political machinery, 


still favors the farmer. Nearly every large 
city in the country is grossly under-repre- 
sented in its State Legislature. Frequently 
the farmer’s vote is worth 10 times that of 
kis city cousin. In one instance within our 
knowledge it was worth more than 40 times 
as much. The best efforts of city Con- 
gressmen have failed to persuade their 
rural colleagues to obey the Constitution 
and give rapidly growing urban commu- 
nities the representation due them in the 
House of Representatives.

civine right. It is as if the country dwelil- 
ers sensed that their dominion were threat- 
ened and, like tottering tyrants in all ages, 
sought to maintain their power by extreme 
measures.

But just as the countrysides occasionally 
rroduce men who somehow express the 
better part of them—Jefferson was such 
a man and Lincolm was another—so it is 
quite within the bounds of possibility that 
in Smith the city has found its spokesman. 
If he is chosen he will be the first com- 
pietely urban product ever to have occu- 
pied the White House. He will enter the 
Lattle with the cutlook of the city man. 
He will have, however well rationalized, 
all the city man’s prejudices, all his aloof-
